ORDER 

New Delhi, the 15th May 1968 

G.SR. 1028. — In exercise of the powers conferred by rule 84 of the Fundamental 
Rules, the President hereby makes the following rules further to amend the Study 
Leave Rules, 1962, namely: — 

1. These rules may be called the Study Leave (Amendment) Rules, 1968. 

2. In the Study Leave Rules, 1962, in sub-rule (3) of rule 3, for clause (11), the 
following clause shall be substituted, namely: — 

“(1)) it Is for prosecution of studies in subjects other than academic or 
literary subjects; or it is applied for by an officer of the Indian 
Economic Service or Indian Statistical Service for prosecuting a course 
of study for obtaining Ph.D. on a research thesis, sulbject to the con- 
ditions that, — 

(a) the subject of research and the institution at which such research is 

to be undertaken are got approved by the Chief Economic Advisor 
to the Government of India, in case the applicant is a member of the 
Indian Economic service, or by the Director, Central Statistical 
Organisation, in case the applicant is a member of the Indian 
Statistical Service; 

(b) the applicant obtains a certificate from the said authority to the effect 

that such study will be valuable in the matter of increasing the 
efficiency of the officer in the performance of his duties as a mem- 
ber of the Indian Economic Service or the Indian Statistical Ser- 
vice, as the case may be; and 

(c) in case where the study is to be undertaken at a foreign university, 

the applicant obtains a further certificate that the facilities for 
research on the particular subject chosen for study are not available 
at any university or other institution in India,”
